the evolution Idea. The large number of pas- 
sages quoted in which, twenty years before 
Darwin, Emerson presupposed and explicit!) 
expounded_ "Darwinism" wM__especlally 
remarkable.

the origin of species and the descent of man, 
then this Insight »"d conclusion bear notable 
witness to the primary virtue and validity of 
Emerson's method. Indoed, if we constfe', 
upon what presupposition are this insight and 
conclusion, tf they be true, so likely «nd so 
cie»r as upon his. Theposslblllty of Interpre- 
tation lies In the Identity of the oboerver 
with the observed. In this connection, Mr. 
Mpart dwelt upon the significance ot tbe fact

done b} those who have approached the 
problem of tlie universe on tbo thought or 
mind side. Reference was made, In support 
of this, W the work of Aristotle and Bacon, 
De*e*rtesjand Leibnitz, K»nt and Goethe, the 
c«e ot Goethe especially being treated; with 
considerable fulhw?. The fpeaser sharply 
rebuked the attempt to show any .natural con- 
flict between speculation «"d science, »nd still 
more sharply the attempt to «nt*goDlze 
Idealism and phii«"thropy. The latter portion 
of the lectur*, ot which It Is impossible here 
to give aoyanalysls,was occupied chiefly with 
a discussion of Uje relation of the philosophy 
of evolution to conduct »"d religion, «nd es- 
pecially of Emerson's views of freedom »nd 
necessity. Amidst many r««h »"d mischiev- 
ous philosophies of evolution, the speaker 
concluded, it Is wholesome to recur to first 
principles. No man In this time.to my think- 
ing, has approached the problem of tbe 
would *nd the soul wltli mind so capacious 
and so veracious as our own great thinker 
none has spoken a «ord so proportionate, so 
rational «"d so commanding. Tbe American, 
at least, has no excuse, who, possessed of 
Emerson's inspired and sacred page, hastens 
to hmng up his logic on psychology »nd choke 
Intellect «"d freedom to mech«nlsui, lawless- 
ness or fate.
